CAN BEN, FRENCH CATCH THE BOERS ? 


This is the British Question of the Day, 
Critics are Divided, It 


is Agreed that the Situation in the Free State is Now Satis- 


factory and that French May Fight Important Bear 


Actions if He Cannot Intercept the Enemy, (Jen. 


Warren Governor of Griqualand West 


London, April 27—Lord Roberts sent 


a cable in which it is announced that 
General Warren has been appointed 
military governor of Griqualand West, 
while that part of the country Is In 
a disturbed condition. 
No New* About 111* Progresfijof General 


French 


Lord Roberts' dispatch constitutes 


all the war news received. 


The country is eagerly awaiting to 


hear whether General French has suc- 
ceeded in cutting off the retreatine 
Boers, but of his-progress there is no 
word. 


The military critics of the afternoon 


newspapers differ as to the chances of 
another Paardeberg, but agree in con- 
sidering the situation in. the Free State 
eminently satisfactory. 
They argue 


that even if General French is unable 
to intercept the main Boer forces, he 
may score considerable success in a 
series of rear-guard actions or the iso- 
lation of straggling bom«s. 


"Lord Roberts makes a peculiar ref- 


erence in his cable to Sir Alfred Mil- 
ner, over General Warren's appoint- 
ment which lends itself to the infer- 
ence that the commander-in-chief of 
the British forces ini 
South 
Africa 


scarcely approves it ^id that the pre- 
vious report that General Warren had 
been recalled was correct, but that he 
was saved from coining- home by the 
action of the British high commission- 
ers. 


According to a special dispatch from 


Lorenzo Marauez, the latest authentic 
estimates of the Boer 
forces 
place 


them at 30,900, of which 13,000 are at 
Krdonstad, 6.000 at Fourteen Streams', 
6,000 in Nata'i, 7,000 about Mafeking 
and 1000 at Pretoria, while 150 have 
been, ordered tforth to intercept Gen- 
eral Carrington's force. 


The work of entrenching' Pretoria is 


proceeding. 


London, April 27.—General Ian Ham- 


ilton, with mounted infantry, naval guns 
and a howitzer battery, advanced from 
the waterworks in the direction of 
Thaba N'Chu. 
A large force of In- 


fantry supported him. 
He met with 


no opposition, and the mounted infantry 
occupied a strong position at Israel's 
Poort, dominating the Ladybrand dis- 
trict. 


The Boer forces at Thaba N'Chu are 


not unlikely to makes, stand to cover the 
escape of the convoys from the south- 
ward. They have laagers eight miles 
apart, stretching from Brandfort to 
Thaba N'Chu, with a base camp at 
Sammaldel station. 


A report comes that a small force of 


British mounted infantry had a brush 
10 miles east of Karee Siding with a party 
of Boers who were trying to establish a 
connection between Brandfort and the 
Boer forces to the south-ward. 


Otherwise there is no news beyond the 


official dispatche» of Lord Roberts, ex- 
cept belated detalto of recent operations. 
It appears tha-t General Bra'bant in the 
fight with the Boers at Wepener had a 
nanrow escape. General Pole-Care-w's 
advance was much hampered by the 
tardy arrival of artillery, which prevent- 
ed him from capturing Lee'uw kop be- 
fore darkness set in and enabled the 
Boers to secure their retreat. 


Although the large scheme of opera- 


tions worked successfully several cases 
of unaccountable delay in the advance 
are remarked by the correspondents. 
Taken on the whole, however, there has 
been no bungling, and apparently Lord 
Roberts, with the commands in. the 
hands of younger generals, now has an 
exceedingly efficient army. 


The report that the Boers had reoccu- 


pied Boshof proves to be untrue. Lord 
Methuen is still then., and General-Hun- 
ter's division from Natal, which was sup- 
posed to be goinig to Bloemfonteln, Is 
arriving at Kimberley. 


This is evidence that some important 


operations are afoot in that district.

other buildings destroyed, ent»llinir a 
loss estimated at between $15,000,000 and 
$20,000,000, and between 12,900 and 15,- 
000 men, women and children homeless 


Most of the lumber piles in Ottawa and 


Hull have disappeared and are now mere 
heaps of only charred wood and ashes. 
Half a dozen churches &nd schools, a 
number of mills, the Hull waterworks, 
the Hull court house and jail, the post- 
office, the convent, almost every business 
place, and about 1000 dwellings and shops 
la Hull have been destroyed. 


Indeed, practically nothing of Hull is 


left, but a church and a few houses be- 
yond K. 
In thla city it is estimated 


that, besides the mills, factories, etc.. 
burned, 1560 residences were destroyed. 


The spot where the fire originated is 


about a quarter of a mile from the main 
street of Hull, and as a gale was blowing 
from the northwest, right in the direc- 
tion of the lumber piles and mills on both 
the Hull and Ottawa shores of the Ot- 
tawa river and Chaudier's Falls, it was 
soon, saen that the fire was almost cer- 
tain to be a large one. 
By 11:30 the 


fire had got a good hold of Main street, 
and the entire street, with dozens of 
cress streets, was burned. 


Practically there is not a houae left in 


the street. 
About this time the flre 


made a Jump of nearly half a mile, and 
Ignited Eddy's wood yard, near a match 
factory. 
It was soon in flames, and the 


50-mile an hour gale which was blowing 
drove a high column of flame across 
Bridge street and set fire to the Eddy p^- 
per mill and the otb^r buildings of the 
company.

flames, the fire made another jump and 
caught in the freight sheds of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railroad yards 
at 
the 


Chaudierre, and soon after the Union 
station was ablaze. 
The rolling stock 


and most of the freight and baggage 
had been removed, but the flames spread 
with great rapidity, and In a very short 
time the whole of the Chaudierre flats 
were fireswepL The mass of flre was 
blown by the wind, which stiffly con- 
tinued to blow a gale down upon Roches- 
terville, Mechanlcsville and Hintonburg, 
consuming everything in its way. 


At this time, 5 o'clock, there wa* almost 


a continuous line of flre from Its start- 
ing place, Chaudderre street, Hull, to the 
St. Louis darn, and the experimental 
farm in one direction, and through and 
beyond Hintonburg in another, a dis- 
tance of nearly seven miles. 
In some 


places the flre wa« more than half a mile 
deep. . 


The fire originated through a fire In a 


dirty chimney, and the high wind caused 
the flames to spread rapidly.

disposition to make their bast efforts to 
govern themselves, and ean undoubtedly 
do so without endangering life or prop- 
erty, and that the United States has done 
all that could be expected of it. 


The full text of the resolution follows:

GENERAL CARE OF CHILDREN IN 


ILLNESS. 


(Continued from last week.) 


By Christine Terhune Herrick. 


1 When a child is Ul with scarlet fever or 
measles, the chief danger to others is 
from infection from the germs scattered 
during desquamation. 
The principal 


risk to the patient.is from a chill thaft 
v.-ould mean a check in the eruption, or 
a development ot some of the dangerous 
Eequalae ot these diseases. To prevent 
chances of infection, which is especial- 
ly serious in measles or in scarlet fever, 
loo much care cannot be taken. Curtains 
should come do-t\ n and carpets come up 
as soon as the disease positively de- 
clares itself. The furniture should be 
reduced to its smallest dimensions,—a 
bed for the child, a cot for the mother or 
nurse, a table upon which to keep \iedi- 
cines, HP-ether at the ^ead of the ''*ed for 
the child's food or toys. The nur.c j should 
wear a wash dress, and is sa e in pro- 
tecting her hair with a cap. The cloth- 
ing- the child wears and the bed linen 
should i)e thrown into a disinfecting so- 
lution and allowed to steep in this cov- 
ered for long- enough to destroy all germs 
before it is sent to the laundry. A disin- 
fectant should also be mixed with the 
water with which the floor is wiped up. 
When possible the attendant should eat 
her meals in an adjoining- room, but she 
should not go into any other part of the 
house without changing at least the out- 
er clothing she wears while in the sick 
room. 


Happily the time has gone by when ev- 


erything- that had been used in an in- 
fectious disease, had to be burned. The 
carbol.'j spray can disinfect clothing1, 
tto., as well as can sulphur fumigation, 
and is infinitely less unpleasant. 


Against the risk of the child's catching 


cold, every precaution must be taken. I 
have known of a case of nephritis fol- 
lowing scarlet fever for which the only 
cause that could be guessed was a chill 
that must have come from the floor of the 
room in which the sick child lay having 
been wiped up with a wet cloth one day 
when he was supposed to be fairly con- 
valescent. I have also known Jong-con- 
tinued deafness coming after measles 
because the patient sat five minutes in a 
draft between the door and the window 
on one of the hottest days of the year. 
Both children were In the last stages 
of -the disease and were thought to be 
past all danger. As a matter of course, 
even more attention should be showed 
when the disease i? a.f_ its height. Espe- 
cial care must be exercised when the 
child is submitted to a home-made 
Turkish bath. This is given by putting 
him in a cane-seated chair placed over 
a pail of boiling water, and enveloping- 
child, chaJr and pall in blankets. No 
less precaution is necessary if the pa- 
tient is given a sweat in bed by means 
of hot water bags placed upon him and 
heavy covernlngs , heaped upon 
him. 


When such expedients are resorted to 
in order to bring out the eruption or sup- 
plement the action of the kidneys, the 
danger of a subsequent chill is most 
serious. 


Never should the mother allow her- 


self to lose heart or become discouraged 
about the little patient. This is much 
easier to preach than to practice, but 
hard though it may be, th-e mother 
should always strive for cheerfulness. 
In these days, when we are learning 
more and more the power of psychical 
conditions, who can say how much ef- 
fect the attendant's attitude of mind 
may have upon the sick person? To help 
the mother keep up courage, ihere is the 
knowledge that a child's) recuperative 
forces are so great that he may appar- 
ently be at death's door one day, and be 
up and playing the next. 
The physi- 


cian's dictum is backed by-wide and wise 
observation when he says, "Never de- 
spair of a child's life until the breath is 
actually out of his body."

cream and add to the chocolate and milk. 
Flavor with vanilla.

ROMAN CREAM.

box of gelatine; heat for fifteen minutes;

vanilla flavoring. 


ONION SAUCE. 


This is a nice sauce for roast ducks or

An interest- 
ing story comes from 
Constantinople

sultan is willing to buy a new cruiser 
In this country for the Turkish navy 
and pay $90,000 above the actual price 
for it. 
By this method the sultan

A Talk on tho TVar 


The Boer army is forever in the sad- 


dle, forever fighting, living solely on 
biltong, seeing- Use horses die likebeeves 
in a slaughter-house. It has'lost at 
least 8,500 men killed, wounded or taken 
prisoners, and these are irrenlacable. 
Tt has fourrht on and on, because it 
has been made to believe that each 
week was the last one of the war, be- 
cause the fighting has all taken r>Jace 
in the Queen's colonies and because 
it is understood that death is the por- 
tion of every Boer who tries to run 
away or who even fails to shoot his 
rifle as fast as his fingers can work the 
trigger. 


The Boers have really beaten the 


English in a wav that tells through 
their intelligence department. When 
you remember that Cape Colony is two- 
thirds Dutch and two-thirds treason- 
ous, you will understand what oppor- 
tunities they have for learning' every- 
thing about the British. The biggest 
traitors boast the loudest of their loy- 
alty to the Queen, You have no idea 
how thickly they roost here. New York 
was never such a copperhead capital 
aa Cane Town is, for al! these Boers 
were In the tewnty years' conspiracy 
to seize South Africa and drive the 


Britteh Into the sea. Tha truth, In full 
has never been told In England. At 
first, the English governors were a 
sleepy or a silly lot Lately, they fear- 
ed to light the spark by leJHng the 
truth, juat as the publication of "Uncle 
Tom's Cabin" Cas General Wade Ham- 
pton said to me) "led the Southern peo- 
ple to say, "If they belieive that book 
then there is nothing left but war." 


The Amerloan reader cannot imagine 


—no one not upon the scene can imag- 
ine—what it has meant to fight a war 
in what is nominaly your own soil vet 
actually your enemy's country. Even 
the British scouts and guides have 
in some disastrous episodes, been sus- 
pected of delivering the troops into 
a trap or of giving them dangerous 
misinformation. Sometimes this suspic- 
ion has been proved to be the solid 
truth. And what has the British army 
done on its side. Always the sturdy, 
stolid, honest Anglo-Saxon thing—re- 
fusing to employ spies, disdaining all 
skull duggery and subterranean meth- 


ods, 
learning bitter lessons, growing 


cautious, but never adopting the tac- 
tics of the Boer. Its methods have been 
as frank as its bulldog way of fighting 
—rushing straight at 
every pit and 


trap and bristling hill. It is too bad 
that sheer pluck and unvarying hon- 
esty should have had such disastrous 
returns, but let no lover of a 4uat cause 
long postponed have the slightest fear 
of the future. There will be very little 
more fighting in the Queen's colony. 
There will be no more rushing into 
wholesale butchery. Its' a pity we did 
not begin at Cape Town and wage the 
war straight up through the cciionv 
and into the republics, but it's too late 
for that. Now we shall soon meet 
Brother Boer on his own. cattle ranges 
that he calls "farms," and then the end 
will be near, for the Fre State is main- 
ly open level veldt. 


I fear we shall both have horseless 


armies—or nearly such—before the war 
ends. Though every man is Dart of a 
horse and lives in the saddle, it's an 
intolerable country for horses. Every 
horse gets sick, and the very few that 
recover are called "salted" but that 
only means that they are salted for the 
country where they took sick. High 
plateau horses get sick all over again 
on the low plateau, and vice versa. 
Then, again, there are areas and belts 
where no sort of salting will save a 
horse. This is why the Boers are losing 
their horses as fast as the English are 
losing their European, Texan, Mexi- 
can and Argentine animals. Their loss- 
es by capture are also serious. They 
get practically none of ours, but the 
number of horses that we get after 
each battle is remarkable. There must 
have been several hundred riderless 
beasts on the veldt after tEe Modder 
River fights and this is always more or 
less the case, because every Boer is 
a mounted infantryman. When, the 
armies are unhorsed it will be very 
hard on the Boer, who can do nothing 
on his feet; whereas, if I may say so, 
our mounted troops from England have 
been of very little service. It is differ- 
ent since the Australians, New Zea- 
landers and Canadians have come. As I 
wrote you, each of them is his own 
captain, colonel and general, and they 
are as centaur-like as the Boers, only 
half as good men when they are on 
foot. 


Do not fancy we are tired. Do not be- 


lieve any one who tells you we are hard 
hit. Our troops are rolling in by ship- 
loads and rushing to the front in end- 
less rows of trains. We have a mar- 
vellously excellent Army Service Corps 
the most nearly perfect Army Medical 
Corps that has ever assisted in war, 
all the food we want and all the time 
there is. But above all, let no one ex- 
cite your sympa'thy for the Boer. Be- 
lieve rne, no one would chuckle harder 
than the tricky Boer if he thought 
any nation was going, to help him in 
the belief that he is a simple, innocent 
farmer. He planned this war for 20 
years, he armed himself at a cost of 
millions of pounds steadily for nearly 
four years. He bought arms for every 
Dutchman 
in the 
British 
colonies, 


thinking that all would rise practically 
and assassinate 
the English 
before 


their» armies could arrive. He 
fooled 


himself and now he is trying to fool the 
United States, Russia and France. But 
he knows himself. He knows the truth. 
He is the best armed fighting man on 
earth.—Julian Ralph in Collier's Week- 
ly.

The arguments which for the last 


two days President Tuttle of the Bos- 
ton & Maine Railroad company has 
been making: before the legislative 
committee on railroads la support of 
the lease by his company of the Fitch- 
burg railroad have been exceedingly 
interesting and instructive. Mr. Tu,*- 
tl stands in the first rank of American 
railroad managers, having no superior 
in the entire county, and no equal in 
this section at it. His familiarity with 
the business, and the particular phase 
of it now under consideration, gives 
him, 
of coure, an advantage over the 


less informed men who make up the 
legislative committee or who act as 
counsel for opposing interests!. 
But 


there is no reason for supposing that 
Oils superior grasp of the problem is 
made use of by Mr. Tuttle for any oth- 
er than entirely legitimate purposes. 


The problem divides ttself into va- 


rious sections, first, the interests of the 
Boston & Maine; second, the interests 
of the Fitchburg company; third, the 
financial interests of the state, and, 
fourth, the public interests. 


If 't were not for the benefit of the 


Boston & Maine to acquire this rail- 
road property, one may be sure that 
President Tuttle would have nothing 
to do with it His corporation repre- 
sents money invested for the purpose 
of making a gain, and it is because he 
believes that through, this merging of 
the Fitchburg system mto-re money 
can be made by the Boston & Maine 
company than it can now secure that 
he has advocated the change. So far 
as the interests of the Fitchburg com- 
panv are concerned, it is clear that 
when the subject was disinterestedly 
considered the lease was unanimously 
approved by the board of directors. 
The overwhelmluff vote of the stock- 
holders is a tolerably clear indication 
that they believe that the certain offer 
of a higher1 rate of dividend guaran- 
teed by the Boston and Maine is a 
much better financial proDOsition than 
the more or less indefinite probability 
that equal or greater dividends can at 
some time in the future be earned bv 
the Fitchburg as an independent road. 
In the case of the state, there are not 
even the possibilities of a doubt as it 
sells fon millions of dollars shares 
which a few months ago were thought 
to have hardly any value except so far 
as the represented, voting power. 


The last and most Important division 


is that of public interest. If this were 
not to be subserved by the proposed 
lease, then it would not make the least 
difference whether the shareholders of 
the. Boston & Maine, the^-Fitchburg, or 
even, the treasury of the state, was 
benefited by the arrangement, and, 
naturally, President Tuttle turned a 
large part of his attention to aoi ana- 
lysis of this phase of the Question. He 
made It evident that, so far as con- 
cerns the dxport trade of Boston, the 
Fitchburg road, under its new control, 
would be in a position to do more, ra- 
ther than less, of this than has been 
done in the past. The Fitchburg's dock 
facilities, even with, .the prooosed ad- 
dition, are greatly cramped, and do 
not admit of enlargement, while, tak- 
ing the Fitchburg and Boston & Maine 
together, terminal dock facilities exist 
which will admit, without 
enlarge- 


ment, tyf an enormous increase in our 
export trade. To encourage such trade 
to come this way, the Boston & Maine 
is prepared to give to the New Tork 
Central a. large amount of west-bound 
freight from the various manufactur- 
ing towns of northern New EnHand, 
freight which neither the Fitchburs 
nor the Boston. & Albany has ben able 
to command in the past, because the 
Boston & Maine has had inducements 
to send it west through its Canadian 
connections. The Boston & Maine thus 
meets the New Tork Central, wot as a 
trade solicitor, but' as a trade ectual. 
By bavins' its system extended to Rot- 
terdam Junction, in New Tork state, 
the B»aton & Maine is in a position 
to obtain for all the -nanufacturintr 
towns in the northeastern part of this 
state, as well as in/ New Hampshire 
and Maine, the advantages of uniform 
freight rates to and from the central 
and extreme west, advantages in the 
way of reduced price which these com- 
munities do not now enjov. 
These 


are only a few of the salient aoints re- 
specting positive public advantage 
touched up'on by Mr. Tuttle in his ar- 
gument. 


In reply to the comments that in 


other directions the lease would be of 
public disadvantage, by enabling the 
leasing road to increase its rates for 
freight and passenger transnortation. 


he pointed out that the entire history 
of railroad consolidation has been an 
irresistible refutation of this ld«a. The 
tendency <xf transportation! charges is 
steadily downward. 
The Fltchburg 


road is In hardly any sense a competi- 
tor of the Boston & Maine, and this 
merging would be rather an extension 
of the latter than a wiping out of a 
competitive system. 
The reductions— 


many <*f +hem exceedingly larffe ones— 


j tnat have taken place in. transporta- 
tion charges in the last 30 years have 
been the outcome of a union of railroad 
interests. 


Another point emphasized by Mr. 


Tuttle was the denial, in unqualified 
terms, of the statement that the Bos- 
ton & Maine company was controlled 
by the New Tork Central corr>oration, 
and hence the lease- of the Fltchbura 
road to the former was simply another 
form of establishing a New Tork Cen- 
tral control. Mr. Tuttle said that the 
control of the Boston & Maine com- 
pany rested in New England: that it 
was a New England institution, and. 
! so long1 as it was a prosperous and 
i progressive company, there was 
no 


| reason far believing any change in this 
respect would take slace in Its man- 
agement. 
Altogether, the argument 


made by him was clear, forcible, and, 
we are Inclined to believe, convincing 
to those wjio had the pleasure of hear- 
ing it—Boston Herald.

American fur buyers have all return- 


ed from the annual auction of furs in 
Londnn, the great mart of the world In 
tltis trade, and they bring back with 
them unusual figures of the advances 
in prices, says tl:o New York Post. 
Sealskin is from 73 to 100 per cent 
dearer than It was last year, when It 
rose from 40 to CO per cent higher than 
the year previous. A short coat of this 
material, with a three inch skirt, which 
during tho last winter cost the pur- 
chaser froai $175 to $225, cannot now 
be bought for less than $350. 
Some 


idea of the corulitun of the market 
may be gathered from the fact that 
there were but 60.000 sealskins for the 
entire world's supply this year, while 
in former years the United States has 
customarily cut up into garments 200,- 
000 skins. Of the 00,000 auctioned the 
United States procured 30,000, the re- 
mainder being distributed among buy- 
ers from the British isles and conti- 
nental Earope. 


Silver fox could scarcely be had even 


at prices 200 per cent h'gher than those 
offered in March, 1809. A sealskin coats 
with a collar of silver fox, which, it is 
said, is to be the fashionable garment, 
next winter, will cost $1,000, and a 
broad tail coat of the same material, 
with trimmings of Russian sable, 
which is to compete with the former in 
fashion, will cost from $1,800 to $2,000. 
No sealskin coat, no matter how small 
or how plain, can be had for less than 
$250. 
Red and Alaskan foxes were 


from 80 to 150 per cent higher in price 
than last year* lynx 125 per cent and 
wolves from 250 to 300 per cent. Mar- 
ten rose only 35 per cent higher and 
cross foxes 40 per cent. The United 
States procured one-half of the entire 
stock auctioned. 


The cause of the general advance, ac- 


cording to a well known dealer, is the 
mildness of the winter season just 
past, which made it difficult for trap- 
pers to track their game—particularly 
to track foxes. Last year there were 
even fewer sealskins on the London 
market than this, but because that skin 
did not hold the first place in fashion 
the people did not feel any effect from 
the conditions at the time. 


The furs following after sealskin in 


popularity will be marten, mink, Per- 
sian lamb and all the natural furs. The 
avidity with which European buyers 
invest in the American skunk is more 
noticeable at each succeeding annual 
sale, according to the dealer referred 
to. Commercially the catch of this fur 
is of far greater value than the entire 
catch of Russian sable. A humorous 
touch in the situation is that American 
women pay European 
dressmakers 


comparatively large prices for gar- 
ments trimmed with a fur which they 
dc not recognize in their own country, 
considering it too inferior for u?e. 


The American buyers have brought 


back with them models of the styles of 
fur garments which are to be in vogue 
next winter, and already work upon 
them has begun. The sealskins pur- 
chased by the American buyers have 
been left in London to be dyed, and it 
will be several months before they 
reach the home workrooms. 


Commenting upon changes In the 


European fur market, it was said: "It 
will not be many years before New 
York, not London, will be the great 
fur market of the world, and Euro- 
pean buyers will come over to New 
York instead of our going over to them. 
North America is the greatest fur pro- 
ducing country in the world, and there 
Is no reason why the old habit—for it 
Is nothing more—of sending our catca 
over there and then gokig over and 
bringing it back home aould not be 
discontinued. The market has shifted 
from Leipsic to London, and the next 
move will be from London to New 
York. The seal catch is sent directly 
from the Pacific coast to London be- 
cause the best dyeing of these skins 
is done there, but an exception can al- 
ways be made in this instance. We, 
for example, have 15 different kinds 
of foxskins. The proportion, is true 
of all our native fur bearing animals, 
•where Europe has but one or two of 
the few varieties comparatively found 
there. The reason why London has 
continued as the market so long as it 
has Is due to American shippers. They 
retain but few of the skins for the 
home market, believing that they will 
receive higher prices at the competitive 
auction market abroad. Lately, though, 
they have been learning otherwise. We 
buy practically all our silver foxskins 
in New York on their way from Cana- 
da to the London market As the deal- 
ers are paid as high prices aa they can 
obtain abroad they readily sell in New 
York, and the native Americans have 
first choice. This will eventually in- 
fluence trappers and those who buy 
of them for shipment to keep their 
catch at home. European buyers must 
in time come to New York. Many who 
have watched the trend of events think 
that it will not be long before the great 
annual auction of furs will take place 
in New York city."

But muah more fortunate were an 


old couple in the west. The man had 
been a soldier, and by the long accu- 
mulation of years they had saved a lit- 
tle sum, when one day the wife in go- 
ing to look at it found that the mice 
had left only a pile of carefully sawed 
fragments.

esty of the claimant and that he would 
prove him in the right, that the affair 
was put into the hands of the secret 
service, the proofs exhibited and the 
Imprudent farmer fined $1,000 for false 
swearing.—New York Tribune.

'"caching: Egrgs. 


Break an egg carefully into a coffee 


cup and sprinkle it lightly with salt 
and pepper. Have ready a •small stew- 
pan containing some boiling beef tea 
which has been nicely seasoned. Care- 
fully slip the egg into the pan and 
poach it in the usual way. Wheu it is 
done, place it on a rather thick round 
of buttered toast. 
Thicken a small 


quantity of beef tea quickly with a lit- 
tle corn flour and pour it over the egg. 


Another way of serving a poached 


egg is as follows: Break a new laid 
egg into a buttered teacup, season It 
with salt and pepper and place the tup 
in a stewpan containing sufficient boil- 
tag water to reach rather more than 
half way up the cup. As soon as the 
egg is set turn it carefully on to a piece 
of hot, buttered toast. While the egg 
is cooking boil a small quantity of 
cream in a saucepan, season it with a 
little celery, salt a*d pepper and add a 
teaspoonful of chopped parsley to It 
Pour the cream over the egg and serve 
at once.—New York Post

A LONG SIEGE. 


of Gibraltar Break* the RecorA 


of Modern Time*. 


Although by no means the most terri- 


ble, the last siege of Gibraltar, when 
the Rock was held by a British garrison 
under General Elliot against the com- 
bined efforts of the Spaniards and 
French from July 5, 1779, to Nov. 20, 
1781, holds the record as the longest 
Important siege of modern times.

For -weeks together over 6,000 shells 


were thrown Into the town daily. A 
curious point about this siege is that 
the governor of Gibraltar, after having 
done everything he could think of to 
strengthen the fortifications, issued a 
proclamation calling on any of the gar- 
rison who had any schemes to propose 
to call on him with them, as he did not 
wish the Rock to fall when by listening 
but a few minutes to a private individ- 
ual it might be saved. 


By' holding the fortress of Plevna 


during the Russo-Turkish war from 
Sept. 7, 1877, to Dec. 10 against the 
pick of the Russian army the Turkish 
garrison, under Osman Pasha, accom- 
plished the impossible, according to 
both military and medical experts; for 
not only did they defy the besieging 
force when it numbered nearly 50 to 1 
against them, but they lived for 12 
weeks practically without food. Yet on 
Dec. 10, after having eaten their last 
grain of rye, they sallied out and 
pluckily tried to cut their way through 
the Russians.—London Mail.

THE FITCHBURG'S OAR WORKS 


Prospect of Lease Doesn't Stop Im- 


provements in Property 


Should the 
legislature' ratify the 


lease of the Fltchburg railroad to the 
Boston & Maine, the latter company 
will have at East Fltchburg or.« of the 
best slants in this country for build- 
ing and repairing cars. The Fitchburg 
railroad continues to make Jmurove- 
ments in their property as though 
there was no prospeut of its beins 
leased. The company has a large stock 
of materials on hand, most of it pur- 
chased before the recent rise in lum- 
ber, iron and other stock that enters 
into the construction 01 cars. 


A new Ingersoll-Sargent air com- 


pressor is being set up in the machine 
shop. The compressor has a capacity 
of 700 cubic feet of free air per minute 
and replaces one with a capacity of 140 
cubic feet per minute. The compress- 
ed air is used for lifting heavy weights, 
pressing forgings, cleaning cars and 
a great variety of other purposes. 


It is surprising to see how quickly 


compressed air will clean the inside of 
a car, including the upholstering. A 
car cushion which would stand several 
minutes' beating before beins cleared 
of dust is cleaned by compressed air 
in about a minute. 


Cars are beins cleaned and varnish- 


ed at the rate of two per day at the 
building used for that purpose. 


A sample car of 128 box cars, each 40 


feet long and with a capacity for 80,000 
pounds, to be built at the shops, is now 
standing on a side track. The car was 
loaded with 90,000 pounds of car wheels 
as a test of the era's strength, and it 
showed no signs of weakness under tha 
load. 
Steel body and truck bolsters 


will be used in the new cars.
